Eighteen young veterans 
are planning a mild building 
boom for Edmonton these 
nights at Victoria composite 
high school. 

By next May, they will have grad- 
uated from the first class in house- 
building sponsored in Edmonton by 
the Veterans Land Act and will 
be ready to start work on their own 
homes, 

The class at Victoria represents 
VLA's policy of 
owning veterans with technical ad- 
vice and also of protecting the 
public investment in their prop- 
enties. Veterans get a grant of one- 
third the value of VLA houses and 
a 25-year loan on the remainder, 
except for a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment, 

“Many veterans living in remote 
areas without established contrac- 
tors, were obliged to become their 
own builders,” said W. R. Wiber, 
VLA Construction Superintendent 
for Alberta. 

“Pventually some 60 per cent of 
the VLA houses in Canada were 
built by veteran-contractors.” 

Last year, 68 of these homes were 


built in Alberta, about 20 of them!

EAGER STUDENTS 
Although these homes were “an 
unqualified success,” VLA decid- 


ed they would heip home-building, 


veterans further this year by of- 
fering a free house-building short 
course. “It is intended first for the 
fellows who are going to build, 
next for those in the process of 
building and finally for those who 
have already built,” commented 
Mr. Wiber. 

He organized the course in six 
Alberta centres in collaboration 
with Joe H. Ross, director of Vo- 
cational Training in the province

students who meet in class and 
workshop twice a week at Victoria 
school.

Australia’s positive and vigorous legis- 
lative assault on Communism might very 
well commend itself to the study of the 


Canadian government. 

The legislation by which the govern- 
ment of Australia hopes to stamp out 
Communism forbids the following things: 

1. It forbids a Communist to hold 


office in any union. / 

2. It forbids the existence of a Com- 
munist party, calling it an “alien and 
destructive pest”. 

8. It forbids Communists to hold 
federal jobs. 

This forthright attempt to outlaw the 
15,000 Communists of Australia is con- 
sidered necessary because they exercise 
minority control over a number of vital 
trades unions, 

There has been, of course, a terrific 
howl from demagogues over what they 
eloquently call a restriction of human 
freedom and a ban on human thought. 

And one would have every sympathy 
with their viewpoint if Communism were 
only another political philosophy, danger- 
ous though it might be in itself. 


Australia and Communism 


A man is entitled to believe as he 
pleases. Even the Church teaches the 
doctrine of free will which means that any 
man may be damned if he insists upon it. 

But Communism is more than just a 

litical philosophy. It is organized dis- 
foyalty. It ig calculated treachery. It is 
deliberate treason. For any man is dis- 
loyal, treacherous and treasonable when 
he places the welfare of another country 
above his own. 

Whether this argument would stand 
up philosophically we do not know. Pre- 
sumably if a man has an inherent right to 
choose the devil as a master, he has an 
equal inherent right to lick the boots of 
Joseph Stalin. 

But nations have always demanded 
loyalty from their citizens. The very 
cohesion of society depends on it. 

And the security of an organized 
society, such as a nation, is one of the 
first laws of civilization. 

Thus the Communists, in the very fact 
of being Communists and thus creatures 
of Soviet Russia, violate all principles of 
civilized usage. 

Australia hag taken a stand the logic 
of which can hardly be disputed. 


A Federal Ban on Spring Knives 


The city council and police department 
of Edmonton should lend their support to 
the resolution of the Toronto council 
which asks Justice Minister Garson to 
forbid the import and sale of spring- 
knives and stilletos. 

These spring knives have figured pro- 
minently in Toronto and Vancouver 
juvenile crime. They have been in evidence 
in Edmonton. 

Indeed, there is reason to believe that 
more than 300 of these abominable devices 
have already been sold to youths in this 
city. 

The spring knife, which opens quickly 
with pressure of the fmger which re- 
leases a spring, is an abominable weapon 
because it is intended and designed as an 
offensive weapon. 


The only possible reason anyone 
would have for carrying one of these 
things is for quick offense or defense. 

To whittle a stick, to scrape an electric 
wire, to cut a cord or to do any of the 
normal things that are done with a knife, 
the ordinary swing blade is quite good 
and quite fast enough. 

The spring knife is intended to be an 
instrument of assault, There is no other 
reason for its existence. 

Therefore the boy who carries one of 
these things carries it for exactly the 
same reason that a gangster carries a 
pistol. 

It is intended for use on human beings: 

A ban on spring knives is urgently 
needed, 

Edmonton authorities should add to 
the pressure on Ottawa for such a ban. 


There Is No Neutrality in Religion 


One point that Lenten meditation 
Should establish beyond question is the 
fact that Christ cannot be shut out of any 
Christian life. 

One must either be Christian or anti- 
Christian. One must either accept Christ 
or be Christ’s enemy. 

There is no such thing as neutrality in 
religion. 

And Christ Himself has said it plainly: 
se “He that is not with Me is against 
e.” 
Ths is so, not only because Christ said 
it, but because the very nature of the 
Christian Faith leaves no middle ground 
between the believer and the unbeliever. 
_ One must either be of the world or of 
héaven, There is no other place to stand. 

This truth is particularly important in 
these days when a pretended indifference 
to religion is the mark of the sophisticate. 

So very frequently one hears a person 
say: 

“I suppose religion is all right, but it 
ig not for me. I am not a religious person.” 

This is not an expression of tolerance 
for the Christian Faith, but an expression 
of enmity. 


There are millions today who say that 
it is not necessary to believe in the 
divinity of Jesus Christ, that our Lord 
was only an excellent teacher of etWics 
and that if one behaves decently towards 
one’s neighbors there is nothing to worry 
about. 

That is the most dangerous, the most 
pagan and the most anti-Christian view 
in this age. 

For the purely worldly man is infinitely 
worse than the purely evil man. 

The entirely evil man may be a wor- 
shipper of Satan. The entirely wordly 
man, that is to say, the man whose con- 
ception ‘of life begins and ends in this 
world, is a worshipper of the world. That 
means he is a worshipper of himself. 

The most complete heathen Is not the 
man who would destroy the world, but 
the man who entirely depends upon the 
world. 

He who lives only for this world and 
believes in no other is the man who will 
commit any crime to remain in it, 

He is not neutral in religion. He is the 
active enemy of Jesus Christ.

What irks me primarily about 
this ban on mixed drinking is 
that it offers an excessively harsh 
and unduly severe treatment for 
a very smal! socia! allment. 

To put the lid on all mixed 
drinking in beer parlors because 
mixed drinking in some beer 
parlors leads towards undesirable 
conditions is like cutting a man's 
head off because he has a tooth- 
ache 

The issue of mixed drinking in 
beer parlors is exactly the same 
issue as prohibition. 

Some people abuse liquor, the 
prohibition theory runs, therefore 
liquor must be abolished 

Mixed drinking is sometimes 
abused, therefore no man and 
woman, however respectable, may 
drink together in public. 

It is precisely the same thing 
as it would be in the instance of 
a physician who, having failed to 
cure one case of measles, went 
around shooting everybody who 
developed a rash. 

What we want is not the cur- 
tallment of human freedom in 
beer parlors, but a stricter control 
of beer pariors.

Editor, Bulletin — ] should like 
to bring to your attention, and 
to the attention of your readers, 
a matter of extreme importance 
to education. The government has 
introduced a county act by which 
rural school and hospital boards 
will be abolished and their duties 
taken over by a municipal or 
county counctl, Under this plan I 
believe that education will suf- 
fer a severe blow end I suspect 
that hospital and municipal af- 
fairs will also lose. When educa- 
tion and hospitals have to com- 
pete for finances and the atten- 
tion of elected representatives 
with roads, utilities and garbage 
collection, education administra- 
tion is bound to suffer. 

To forestall united opposition 
from the people the government 
will use four arguments; 

(1) The plan will be voluntary. 
(However, the act does not make 
it voluntary but gives the cabinet 
the power to force this.) 

(2) The plan is experimental 
and will be tried in one area only. 
(But experience has shown this 
method to be merely the thin 
edge of the wedge.) 

(3) There will be a school 
committee of the county council. 
(But this is just a committee and 
not a school board.) 

(4) That it does not apply to 
the cities, (But already Calgary 
and Edmonton city officials are 
commencing to urge its adoption 
in the cities.) 

I am sure this is a backward 
step. The government may suc- 
ceed in making this change by 
the suggested piecemeal method 
of introduction.

Mr.’ Richard P. Smith of New 
Westminster is a fully employed 
man who has a thoughtful plan 
to defeat unemployment. He 
would share the employment— 
and the ynemployment. 

He would have parliament pass 
a law “that when 5 percent or 
more of workers are unemployed 
a similar percentage of shift cuts 
be introduced to absorb them.” 

Even if this resulted in cutting 
everybody down to the three or 
four-day week Mr. Smith thinks 
the country would he better off. 

“Everyone would be paying his 
or her own way ihstead of one 
man being taxed to feed another 
who is reviving direct relief or 
leaning on a shovel on some out- 
of-the-way highway.” 


Right 
Track 


It seems to me that Mr. Smith 
is on the right track, but that his 
shorter - hours - for - everybody 
would not have the desired result. 
In result it would mean sharing 
scarcity, not abundance, 

Certainly it would be better to 
have the burden of unemploy- 
ment shared by the whole nation, 
But in effect the plan would re- 
sult in sharing one job among 
two or more men or women, 

What we want is “full employ- 
ment.” We want a full time, 
steady job for every man, woman 
or youth in the country who 
wants to work and needs to work. 
We want full pay, fair pay, not 
half-pay. 

All the nations who are mem- 
bers of the United Nations sol- 
emnly promised to promote such 
full employment, A board of UN 
éxperts recently drew up a clear- 
cut plan whereby each nation 
could carry out its pledge if it 
meant to do so. 

But so far Canada has refused 
in actual practice to do in peace-

Canada Requires 


More Immigrants 


Canadian immigration has fall- 
en to a low ebb. We had 644 ar- 
rivals in December against 3,396 
in the same month in 1948. The 
intensive immigration plans of 
Ontario have dissolved. The fed- 
eral department seems very 
quigt. The Alberta project no 
longer holds our attention. 

This, of course is natural, We 
have unemployment and there 
are many groups that oppose 
further encouragement of immi- 
gration on the ground that it will 
take jobs from Canadians, 

A number of Canadian icaders 
have expressed concern over the 
ebb in immigration, yet the ma- 
jority seems to accept the idea 
that it is in our interests tc keep 
new citizens out of Canada. 

This is an extremely foolish 
notion. Immigration has nothing 
to do with unemployment. When 
you compare the employment 
trends with the immigration fig- 
ures and the national income, you 
discover that there is no similar- 
ity. 

In 1921 employment was far 
below average, the national in- 
come was a low $399 per capita, 
yet immigration was also fairly 
low, 91,728, In 1922 employment 
figures were also bad, national 
earnings, however, had increased 
to $412 and jmmigration had fal- 
len to 64,224. ° 


Greater 
Employment 

In 1927 employment was above 
average, national income was al- 
so higher at $492, but immigration 
increased that year to 158,886. In 
1928, employment was stil! higher, 
the national income was up to 
$536, and immigrants numbered 
166,788. 

In years when we were most 
prosperous; when unemployment 
was lowest; we were réceiving 
record numbers of immigrants. 

Look at the other side. In 1933 
employment reached its lowest 
point, Our national income fell 
that year to $256 per capita and 
immigration figures disclose a

Private 
Business 

Recently Prime Minister St. 
Laurent told a delegation of 
trade unionists that the govern- 
ment would not embark on any 
large public works scheme this 
year as private business expects 
to absorb most unemployed 
workers, 

I believe Mr. St, Laurent is 
wrong—that we shali soon find 
that private profit-and-loss busi- 
ness can never again give steady 
full-time employment year after 
year. I believe that no matter 
what party is in power in Canada 
we shall soon have to adopt a 
scientific full employment pro- 
gram, Under this principle pri- 
vate enterprise would have first 
chance to deliver the jobs. But to 
the extent that private business 
fell down on the job that is, fail- 
ed to provide full employment, 
the government would step into 
the picture exactly as in wartime. 

There would be a National Em- 
ployment Board which would al- 
ways keep fully planned and 
waiting a “shelf of public works.” 
These could be undertaken ac- 
cording to priority of their like- 
lihood to pay their way. 

For instance, that natural gas 
pipeline that private business in- 
terests are now wrangling about 
could have been built ir the 
“dirty thirties” as part of the 
public employment list. It would 
have paid for itself long ago. 

As Jack Stanforth of Powell 
River writes, “what we need to- 
day is not an insurance policy 
that keeps a man in idleness but 
one that can provide him with 
work.”

We have skilled artisans being 
needed in certain areas, yet we 
are also told that it will be fatal 
if we bring in any more, 

We have complaints that there 
are certain types of work that 
will not be accepted by workers, 
yet there is a complaint if im- 
migrants are permitted to take 
those jobs, 


Only One 
Reason 


We are all human. We all hope 
to preserve our own type of em- 
ployment and we all fear that 
anyone will come to Canada who 
can compete with us, That it the 
only reason so many object to 
immigration, It is a false reason. 

We need many more people in 
Canada. We can use many more 
people to develop our resources 
and our country. With those add- 
ed citizens, we would have larger 
local markets for our goods and 
would be less dependent upon 
exports, Our taxes could be 
spread over a larger number with 
some hope that this might lessen 
the load, We still have plenty of 
room in a world where many 
areas are crowded, 

We don"t want riff-raff, We on- 
ly want good solid citizens who 
can become good useful Canadi- 
ans The Federal Government is 
right to refuse to bring in any- 
one, 

The Alberta Goverment {is fol- 
lowing a good policy in being 
selective as to who it will assist. 
But with those qualifications, this 
matter of immigration should 
not be allowed to die. We need 
a vigorous immigration policy. 
We need to consider financial 
measures which will enable Brit- 
ish people to come to Canada in 
spite of their inability to bring 
enough money with them, 

We could well afford to take 
over their sterling holdings and 
advance them the dollare they 
need, This is an important aspect 
of Canadian development and it 
is a health portion, Let's keep it

To Vatican Decree 


Protestant Leaders Regret . 


End To Informal Discussions 


There were mixed reactions this week in Protestant 


church in recent history. 

Entitled “Instructions to Local 
Ordinaries About the Ecumenical 
Movement,” the document released 
by the Sacred Congregation of the 
Hoiy Office in Rome stipulated that 
in the future all discussions on re- 
union matters between Catholics 
and non-Catholics must be con- 
trolled and directed by the local 
bishop. 

The decree stated that inter-dio- 
cesan or international discussions 
would still require direct Papal 
approval, and defined reunion 
strictly in the sense of a return of 
all dissidents to the Roman. Catho- 
lic Church. 


SEEMED DISAPPOINTED 


Protestant leaders appeared to be 
disappointed over what they inter- 
preted as a Vatican directive put- 
ting an end to informal discussions 
on church reunion. Such discussions 
have been taking place for a num- 
ber of years between Catholic and 
Protestant clergymen and laymen, 
especially In Europe. 

On the other hand, there appears 
to be satisfaction among Protestants 
that the Holy Office has given clear 
sanction to Catholics who wish to 
join with those of other faiths in 
common efforts to combat the 
forces of irreligion and to promote 
the general welfare. 

Although actually constituting an 
incidental feature of the Vatican 
declaration, this go-ahead gesture 
means, in effect, that the Holy See 
is actively seeking a coalition of 
Catholic and non-Catholic forces to 
halt the spread of anti-religious
